Confession Found in Cabin 


Hagerstown, Md.—Stained and brit- 


tle from resting 40 years in its niche, 
subject to the elements, the confes- 
sion of a murderer. Lee Singleton, a 
native of Crisfield, Md., and some 
fifty years a resident of this city, was 
found recently in a crevice between 
the logs of a cabin in Culver canyon, 
near Eureka, Nev., by James Thorn- 
ton, a surveyor, according to word re- 
ceived here.

"After 14 years of wandering I am 
back in the cabin which I built six 
years ago. Surely, those six years of 
hell should ?o toward the final reck- 
oning. I wonder If any one will ever 
read this, or wil! it rot beside me. 


"Seems if I could lie down easier if 


I'write out that which I could not j 
dare whisper since I done it. My name 
is Lee Singleton, born in Crisfield, 
Md.; enlisted in the Southern army, 
was wounded twice and served until 
the close of the war, when my parents 
died. 


"I landed in Eureka "in 1871, where 


I went to work as a feeder in the 
Richmond furnace. My companion was 
one John Murphy, an 
overbearing 


man. He insulted me on several occa- 
sions, being much stronger and a i 
bullj. He struck me one day. 
Mur- t 


phy signed his death wan-ant then a:id 
there. 


"I waited two weeks for nay oppor- 


tunity, and when It finally presented 
itself I struck him on the bead with 
my shovel and threw bis body into 
that roaring inferno. As the charge 
of charcoal sank he was soon out of 
sight. I seemed »a If every shovelful 
of ore flung into the feed hole of the 
furnace struck Murphy's body, and tie 
bubbling of the blast took to Itself 
speech and upbraided me for my wick- 
edness."

writes Samuel Johnson, "I will not 
undertake to maintain, against the 
concurrent and varied testimony of 
all ages and of all nations. There la 
no people, rude or learned, among 
whom apparitions of the dead are not 
related and believed. 
This opinion, 


which perhaps prevails as far as hu- 
man nature la diffused, could become 
universal only by its truth; those that 
never heard of one another would not 
have agreed in a tale which nothing 
but experience can make 
credible. 


That it is doubted by single cavilers 
can very little weaken the general 
evidence; and some who deny it with 
their tongues confess it by their fears." 


The great majority of ghosts ^re, of 


(ourse, frauds; but *• research organi- 
zation has ever been able to prove that 
all ghosts are frauds. No one has yet 
proved that Lady Macbeth was right 
when she asserted that Ranquo could 
not come out of his grave. 


The subject of ghosts is of Interest 


because of its bearing OH the subject 
of the Immortality of the soul. 
If 


ghosts exist, then tbviously the soul 
doe* not die at the same time that the 
body dies. Although Socrates, by\ mas- 
terly reasoning, convinced himself of 
the immortality of the soul, and al- 
though all the great religious teachers 
have taught the immortality of the 
soul, there are many who have not been 
convinced; because, as Plato quotes 
Cebes as saying, "in what relates to 
tlie soul, men are apt to be. Incredu- 
lous; they fear that when she leaves 
the body her place may be nowhere, 
and that on the very day of death she 
may be destroyed and perish—Imme- 
diately on her release from the body, 
Issuing forth like smoke or air and 
vanishing away Into nothingness.** 


Socrates was of the opinion that the 


soul that was pure at death would net 
return as a ghost. Such a soal wa» 
totally severed from the body, tt death, 
and gathered herself Into herself. In 
a state that seems analogous to the 
Buddhist's Nirvana, of which Arnold 
wrote: 


The aching: crass to tfr* end*. *n< Iff* 


grlldes— 


Lifeless—to nameleaa quiet. luunetM* 


Joy, 


Blessed 
NIKVANA—sinless, 
sttries* 
rest—

Socrates believed, however, that few 


souls are pure at death. For most of 
BS, "each pleasure and* pain ts a sort 
of nail which nails and rivets tha soal 
to the body." Most souls tore the body 
and dread the fimsibte existence to- 
which pure sonls go. These are the 
souls that may be seen- "prowling about 
tombs and sepulehers," made visible to 
our eyes by the alloy and impurity 
that cling to the soul as * result of the 
love of life and of the body.

"Why is suicide held not to be 


right?" was one of the questions put 
to Socrates during that last long talk 
he had with his friends while he 
waited for his jailer to" bring him the 
cup of poison. 


According to Plato's account, Soc- 


rates answered: "I suppose you won- 
der why . . . when si man is better 
dead he Is not permitted to be his own 
benefactor, but must wait for the hand 
of another. . . . I admit the appear- 
ance of inconsistency, but Were may 
not be any real inconsistency, after all, 
In this. There is a doctrine uttered In 
secret that man is a prisoner who has 
no right to open the door of his prison 
and run away; this Is a great mystery 
which I do not quite understand." 


Our western laws and churches hold 


suicide to be wrong, and there is a 
general feeling that when a man com- 
mits suicide, he breaks the rules by 
which the game of life is played. We 
know that in a race, for example, a 
man is expected to finish the course, 
even though all the other runners have 
crossed the line an hour before him. 
To the bystanders there seems no sense 
in this. To them it seems that after 
enough men have crossed the line to 
score all the points that fan he scorod. 
the other runners should he allowed to 
step over the side lines and quit the 
race. They cannot see any reason for 
making a man run after all chances of 
scoring seem over; but the trainer sees 
reason in the proceedings. Life is fre- 
quently likened to n race, 


Some people hold that the two cases 


are not analogous because the player 
enters a race voluntarily and we hu- 
man beings are born into life without 
our consent. Others hold that we do 
enter life voluntarily. The latter be 
lleve, wjth Socrates and the Buddhists, 
in the transmigration of the soul. They 
insist that the soul that does not wish 
for life is not reincarnated. 


This is, of course, a subject about 


irhlch nobody knows, though many may 
speculate, trying to twist texts this 
*ay and that to suit their own be- 
lief •.

RAJAH BROOKE 


A. D. 1841 


Borneo 1» a hot forest about five 


hundred miles long, and as wide, in- 
habited by connoisseurs called Dyaks, 
keen collectors. They collect human 
heads and some of their pieces are said 
to be very valuable. They are a happy 
little folk, with most amusing manners 
and customs. Here ie their ritual for 
burial of the dead: 


"When a man dies his friends and 


relations meet in the house and take 
their usual seats around the room. The 
deceased is then brought in. attired In 
his best clothes, with a cigar fixed in 
his mouth; and, being placed on the 
mat in the same manner as wlien alive, 
his betel box is set by his side. The 
friends go through the form of con- 
versing with him, and offer him the 
best advice concerning his future pro- 
ceedings, and then, having feasted, the 
body is deposited in a large coffin and 
kept Jn the house for several months." 


The habits of the natives have been 


interfered with by the Malays, who 
conquered most of them and carved 
their island up into kingdoms more or 
less civilized, but not managed at all 
in the interest of the Dyaks. These' 
kingdoms were decayed and tumbling 
to pieces when the Dutch came in to 
help, and helped themselves to the 
whole of Borneo except the northwest 
part. They pressingly Invited them-' 
selves there also, but the Malay rajah 
kept putting them off with all sorts of 
polite excuses. 


While the rajah'g minister was run- 


ning short of excuses to delay the 
Dutch an English yacht arrived in 
.Sarawak. The owner was a Mr. James 
Brooke, who had been an ofbcer in the- 
East India company, but being hit with 
a slug in the lungs during the first 
Burma war, was retired with a pension 
of seventy pounds for wounds. After- 
ward he came "into a fortune of thirty 
thousand pounds, took to yachting, 
traveled a great deal in searcli of ad- 
venture, and so in 1839 arrived in Sara- 
wak on the lookout for trouble. 


An Englishman of gentle birth is 


naturally .expected to tell the truth, to 
be clean in all his dealings, to keep 
his temper, and not to show his fears. 
The rajah sought his advice in dealing 
with the Dutch, the Dyaks and the pi- 
rates. The Malays, Dyaks, pirates and 
everybody else consulted him as to 
their dealings with the rajah. On his 
second visit he took a boat's crew 
from his yacht and went to the seat of 
war. There he tried to the verge of 
tears to persuade the hostile forces 
either to fight or make friends, and 
when nobody could be induced to do 
anything at all, he, with his boat's 
crew and one native warrior, stormed 
the Dyak position, putting the enemy 
to total rout and flight. Luckily, no- 
body was hurt, for even a cut finger 
would have spoiled the perfect blood- 
lessness of Brooke's victory. Then the 
Dyaks surrendered to Brooke. 
After- 


ward the pirate fleet appeared at the 
capital, not to attack the rajah, but to 
be Inspected by Brooke, and when he 
had patted the pirates they went away 
to purr. Moreover, the rajah offered to 
hand over his kingdom to Brooke as 
manager, and the Englishman expected 
him to keep his word. Brooke brought 
a shipload of stores in payment for a 
cargo of manganese, but the rajah was 
so contented with that windfall that he 
forgot to send to his mines for the ore. 


Further up the coast a British ship 


was destroyed by lightning and her 
crew got ashore,' where they were held 
as captives pending a large ransom. 
Even when the captain's wife had a 
-baby the local bigwig thereabouts saw 
a new chance of plunder and stole the 
baby-clothes. 
Then the shipwrecked 


mariners sent a letter to Brooke, ap- 
pealing for his help; but nothing on 
earth could induce the spineless, bone- 
less rajah to send the relief he had 
promised. Then Brooke wrote to Sing- 
apore, whence the East India company 
dispatched a warship which rescued 
the forty castaways. 


The rajah's next performance was to 


arrange for a percentage with two 
thousand, five hundred robbers who 
proposed to plunder and massacre his 
own subjects. 
Brooke from his jaeht 


stampeded the raiders with a few 
rounds from the big guns—blank, of 
course. 
Brooke was getting rather 


hard up. and could not spare ball am- 
munition on weak-days. 


So King MudaitHnssim lied, cheated, 


stole, betrayed, and occasionally mur- 
dered—a mean rogue, abject, cringing 
to Brooke, weeping at the English- 
man's threats to depart, holding his 
thrdne so long as the white yacht gave 
him prestige; but nil this with pomp 
and circumstance, display of gems and 
gold, a gorgeous retinue, plenty of mu- 
sic and royal salutes on the very slight- 


Hcst pretext. But all the population was 
given over to rapine nnd slaughter, nnd 
the forest was closing in on ruined 
farms. The last and only hope of the 
nation was In Brooke. 


Behind every evil In the state was 


MnkotH. the prime minister, a polite 
nnd gentlemanly rascal, nnd at the end 
of two years ho nnnoyed Hrooke quite 
seriously by nutlins; arsenic In the in- 
terpreter's rirte. 
Brooke cleared Ills 


slilp tor n'ctloA and, with a landing 


party under arms, marched to the pal- 
ace gates. In a few well-chosen words 
he explained Makota's villainy, showed 
that neither the rajah's "life nor his 
own was safe, and that the only course 
was to proclaim Brooke as governor. 


No shot was firf'l, no blow 'vtn«j 


struck, but Makota'jn party vanished, 
tlie villain fled, the rajah began to be- 
ha\e. the government of the country 
was handed over to the Englishman 
amid great rejoicings. 
"My darling 


mother," he wrote, "I am very poor, 
but I want some things from home 
very much; so 1 must trust to your be- 
ing rich enough to afford them to me. 
Imprimis, a circle for taking the lati- 
tude ; secondly, an electrifying machine 
of good power; thirdly, a large magic 
lantern; fourthly, la rifle which carries 
fifty balls; and last, a peep-show. The 
circle and rifle I want very much; and 
the otl.crs are all for political pur- 
pos-es." Did ever king begin his reign 
with such an act as that letter? 


But then, look at the government lie 


replaced: "The sultan and his thietij 
rob all classes* of Malays to the utmost 
of their power; the Malays rob the 
Dyaks, and the Dyaks hide tlieir goods 
as much as they dare, consistent with 
the safety of their wives and chil- 
dren." Brooke found his private in- 
come a very slender fund when he had 
to pay the whole expense of governing 
a kingdom until the people recovered 
from their ruin. 


February the first, ,3842, a pirate 


chief called to make treaty with the 
new king. "He inquired, if a tribe pi- 
rated on my territory what 1 intended 
to do. My answer was 'to enter their 
country and lay It waste.' 'But,' he 
asked me again, 'you will give me—« 
your friend—leave to steal a few heads 
occasionally?' 'No,' I replied, 'I shall 
have a hundred Sakarran heads for 
every one you take here!' He( recurred 
to this request several tlmes-^'just to 
steal one or two!'—&c a schoolboy asks 
for apples." 


Brooke used to give the" pirates his 


laughing permission to go to Singapore 
and attack the English. 


"The Santah river," he wrote, "is fa- 


mous for its diamonds. The workers 
seem jealous and superstitious, dislik- 
ing noise, particularly laughter, as it is 
highly offensive to the spirit who pre- 
sides over the diamonds. . . . A Chi- 
nese Mohammedan with the most sol- 
emn face requested me to give him an 
old letter; and he engraved some Chi- 
nese characters, which, being translat- 
ed, signify 'Ra^ah Muda Hassim. James 
Brooke and Hadju Ibrahim present 
their compliments to the spirit 'and re- 
quest his permission to work at the 
mine.'" 


There were great doings when the 


sultan of Borneo had, Mr. Brooke pro- 
claimed king in Sarawak. 
Then he 


\\ent off to the Straits Settlements, 
where he made friends with Henfy 
Keppel, captain of H. M. S. Dido, a 
sportsman who delighted in hunting 
pirates, and accepted Brooke's Invita- 
tion to a few days' shooting. Keppel 
describes the scene of Brooke's return 
to his_ kingdom, received by a 
xll, the 


chiefs with undisguised delight, 'min- 
gled with gratitude and. respect for 
their newly elected ruler. "The scene 
was both novel and exciting, present- 
Ing to us—just anchored in a large 
fresh water river, and surrounded by a 
densely wooded jungle—the whole sur- 
lace of the water covered with canoes 
and boats dressed with colored silken 
flags, filled with natives beating their 
tom-toms, and playing on wind instru- 
ments, with the occasional discharge of 
firearms. To them it must have beeu 
equally striking to witness the Dido 
anchored almost in the .center of their 
town, her mastheads towering above 
the highest trees of that jungle, the 
loud report of her heavy thirty-two- 
pounder guns, the manning aloft to 
furl sails of one hundred-fifty seamen 
In tlieir clean white dresses, and with 
the band playing. I was anxious that 
Mr. Brooke should land with all the 
honors due to so important a person- 
age, which he accordingly did, under 
a salute." 


It was a little awkward that the 


Dido struck a rock and sank, but she 
chose a convenient spot just opposite 
Mr. Brooke's house, so thnt Brooke's 
officers and those of the ship formed 
one mess there, a band of brothers, 
while the damage was being repaired. 
Then came the promised sport, a joint 
boat expedition up all sorts of queer 
back channels nnd rivers fouled by the 
pirates with stakes and booms under 
fire of the artillery in their hill fort- 
resses. 
The sportsmen 
burst 
the 


booms, charged the hills, stormed ^the 
forts, burned out the pirates and ob- 
tained 
their 
complete 
submission. 


The next adventure was a visit from 


the Arctic explorer, Sir Edward Bel- 
cher, sent by the British government 
to inspect Brooke's kingdom, now a 
peaceful and happy country. 


Lnter came Admiral Sir Thomas 


Coclmme with n squadron to sninsh up 
n few more pirates, and the smashing 
of pirates continued foie many years n 
popular sport for the navy. The pirate 
states to the northward became In time 
the British eolonles of Lnbunn nnd 
N'orth I'.o'riK'O, but Sarawak is still n 
proteeled Mnlny slate, the heiedltnry 
kingdom of Sir James ttrooke and liH 
descendants.
